Calgary RCMP talk drugs, indentification, and safety

Calgary RCMP held an impor¬ 
tant presentation on marijuana 
use, its signs and symptoms, 
potential grow-ops and other 
drug safety awareness for inter¬ 
ested residents of Didsbury and 
Carstairs, and Didsbury RCMP 
on May 9. 

The presentation was given by 
Sgt. Donna Hanson of the 
Calgary RCMP in the multi-pur¬ 
pose room at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex, where she 
showed clips and videos and 
answered audience questions. 

“When you’re talking about 
kids and their developing brains, 
there’s no such thing as a soft 
drug," said Hanson when 
discussing marijuana, which 
was the main topic of the 
evening. 

Hanson discussed the signs of 
marijuana usage, such as (he 
individual in question having a 


dazed appearance, red eyes, dry 
mouth and carrying the distinct 
smell of the drug, which she 
described as “pungent”. 

“One of the main arguments 
for marijuana is that it’s organic 
and comes from nature," Hanson 
said, regarding the continuing 
debate of legalizing marijuana 
usage and its safety. 
“Rattlesnakes are organic but we 
don’t pick them up and handle 
them, and some plants, while 
organic, are poisonous.” 

Hanson also showed clips and 
videos showcasing various mari¬ 
juana paraphernalia and other, 
more discreet items for parents 
and guardians to keep an eye out 
for. 

As for medical marijuana, 
Hanson explained that it is “not 
something as widely used as peo¬ 
ple think”, and is not usually pre¬ 
scribed by doctors, but is instead 
often asked for by patients. 

Hanson discussed identifying 
signs of a potential grow-op 
home as well. Generally, grow-op 


buildings will have an “unkempt” 
look, usually with an unmowed 
lawn, weeds in the yard, and fly¬ 
ers building up in the mailbox. 

Windows will usually be cov¬ 
ered up as well, and there will 
usually be no garbage left on the 
curb on a regular basis. 

Typically, people can be seen 
entering and leaving the home 
mainly through the garage and 
the garage only at odd hours. 
Hanson urged, though, for resi¬ 
dents to not investigate what 
they may suspect to be grow-ops 
themselves and call the RCMP, as 
booby-traps are becoming more 
common in such places, and the 
danger that the grow-op may be 
linked to organized crime is 
always there. 

Traps seen sometimes at grow- 
ops are boards with spikes driv¬ 
en upwards lying hidden on the 
property grass, loaded weapons, 
chemicals in light bulbs and 
behind doors that trigger small 
explosions and more. 

Hanson also discussed other 


drugs that are currently popular 
in Central Alberta, such as keta¬ 
mine, cocaine, PHP (ecstasy) 
and three new drug trends. 

Ketamine is typically an anes¬ 
thetic used by veterinarians on 
large animals and is thought to 
extend the effects of other drugs 
when taken in eoryunction with 
them. 

Cocaine was described as the 
“stimulant drug of choice” for 
Central Alberta, while ecstasy, 
another stimulant, is popular at 
bars, clubs, raves and other par¬ 
ties. 

Hanson also touched upon 
methamphetamine (crystal or 
liquid moth) and its dangerous 
effects. 

Other drugs and trends on the 
rise in Central Alberta are salvia 
divinorum, which is a legal drug 
but under investigation, trypta- 
mine, which is legal, and pre¬ 
scription drug abuse. 

Salvia is a hallucinogenic that 
lasts about an hour and is associ¬ 
ated with unconsciousness and 


short-term memory loss, while 
tryptamine is an ecstasy 
look-alike that can cause 
hallucinations, euphoria, jaw 
clenching, unconsciousness and 
unresponsiveness. 

Hanson presented signs for 
identifying drug traffickers, cit¬ 
ing them as usually male of any 
age or race, carrying multiple 
cellphones or pagers with a 
secretive or distracted nature, 
and out at odd hours. 

Traffickers typically go to pub¬ 
lic places, such as parking lots, 
to do their work. 

As for preventing drug use 
with teens, Hanson said that for 
some, the decision has already 
been made. 

“Sixty per cent of kids have 
already made up their minds and 
will not try drugs,” said Hanson. 
“Ten per cent will try them no 
matter what, and the other 30 per 
cent are on the fence. Programs 
like DARE and other presenta¬ 
tions are aimed at them to sway 
them from taking drugs.”

important tasks 
remains to be seen. 

Yet if they are prepared to 
make the effort, the Redford 
Tories could virtually guaran¬ 
tee success in one area of 
public health and safety - 
they could make major strides in ensuring that far 
more Alberta children and young people live their 
everyday lives in tobacco-free environments. 

The Edmonton municipal council has recently 
taken a bold step in the effort to protect young 
people from tobacco, passing a new bylaw that 
makes it unlawful for anyone to smoke in any 
public playground, sports field or other outdoor 
facility where children have access. 

While smoking indoors in public places has 
been banned in Alberta for several years, this 
new move in the provincial capital is aimed 
specifically at young people and the places 
they frequent. 

It is a forward-looking step that promises to 
keep Edmonton’s young people well away 
from tobacco at the very places where they are, 
unfortunately, often tempted to take up the 
smoking habit. 

Alberta’s Action on Smoking & Health (ASH), an 
anti-smoking lobby group, has come out in sup¬ 
port of the new Edmonton bylaw, calling it an 
important initiative. 

“As a society we need to send a strong message 
that smoking in public is not acceptable and we 
need to promote non-smoking as the norm if we 
want to drive down youth smoking,” said Les 
Hagen, executive director of ASH. 

Alberta youth smoking rates are amongst the 
highest anywhere in Canada, with a recent nation¬ 
al community health survey finding that 13 per 
cent of Alberta youths aged 12 to 19 are 
smokers. 

ASH officials say more, much more, needs to be 
done to address those youth smoking levels. And 
who can disagree with that? 

As they begin their work as Alberta’s new gov¬ 
ernment, the Redford Tories have plenty of things 
they will need to address over the next four years. 

One thing the new government should commit 
itself to doing right off the bat is making sure 
Alberta’s young people are better protected from 
the dangers of tobacco. 

And a provincewide ban on smoking in any pub¬ 
lic playground, sports field or other outdoor facil¬ 
ity where children have ready access would be a 
great way to do just that.

Canada Trials Meet in 
Montreal last month. She 
out-swam a pod of 
Vancouver Dolphin com¬ 
petitors en route to punch¬ 
ing her ticket to London. 

At the 50-metre turn she 
was behind by almost a 
second, but true to her 
grit, she turned on the jets 
and out-touched the 
Dolphin swimmers. 


Tyier placed sixth in the 
200-metre breaststroke, 
which is still a race she is 
piecing together. The 100 
m breaststroke event was 
one of the most hyped, 
deepest and most contest¬ 
ed events at the trials. The 
top five swimmers in the 
final all met the Olympic 
standard time. It came 
down to the final touch to 
see who registered the 
win. 

Tyier, who was bom in 
Didsbury, attended Ross 
Ford Elementary School 
and some of her middle 
school years at Westglen 
School. She moved to 
Calgary to continue her 
education and to swim 
with the Cascade Swim 


Club. 

Tyier started competi¬ 
tive swimming with the 
Didsbury Aqua Jets Swim 
Club. Lynne Driessen, the 
Aqua Jets’ coach at the 
time, coached Tyler to 
numerous Summer Swim 
Provincial records. It was 
Driessen who quickly 
identified Tyler’s talent in 
the water and labelled 
her a “diamond in the 
rough." 

While living in Didsbury, 
Tyier juggled a full-time 
student schedule with 
morning training at the 
Didsbury pool. At the end 
of the school day, she 
motored off to Calgary to 
train with the Cascade 
Swim Club. This hectic 


schedule had her family 
eventually move to 
Calgary, but truth be told, 
Jillian’s heart is in 
Didsbury. 

Tyler’s GPA and hard 
work in the pool and 
classroom were rewarded 
with a full scholarship to 
the University of 
Minnesota where she 
graduated this year with a 
degree in journalism. She 
credits the high calibre of 
coaching and the support 
staff at the University of 
Minnesota for her interna¬ 
tional successes. In 2011, 
Tyier was crowned the top 
NCAA 100-yard breast- 
stroker in the U.S. 

Tyler also qualified for 
the Beijing Olympics in 


2008. She said recently, 
“There is no prouder 
moment than when one 
represents their country 
at an event like this and 
wears the Maple Leaf". 

Tyler’s mother went to 
the Trials meet in April 
carrying along correspon¬ 
dence that was prepared 
by Ms. Turner’s Grade 1 
class at Ross Ford School. 

The students sent Tyier 
words of encouragement 
and advice. Her mom 
said, “I gave Jillian the 
envelope of goodies to 
read over lunch and it pro¬ 
vided many laughs for 
her...it was certainly a 
special moment for Jillian. 
People were looking at us 
wondering what we were 


all laughing about." 

Some of the letters 
advised Tyier to 
“Remember to turn when 
you come to the wall", 
“Remember to take 
breaths of air and don’t 
drink the water" and 
“Remember to go to the 
bathroom before you 
swim your race." 

On being a two-time 
Olympian, Tyier says, “A 
lot of dedication and hard 
work goes into achieving 
this goal...to represent my 
country at the highest 
level of competition there 
is. There are no free rides. 
This is truly one of those 
‘lifetime’ experiences I 
‘dreamed big’ about.”

Starting off as a pilot 
with five municipalities, 
the program has since 
grown to include 12 munic¬ 
ipalities participating in 
2012-2013, and has expand¬ 


ed to include second-year 
internships wherein the 
intern takes on a larger 
role in the organization 
and still receives partial 
funding from Municipal 
Affairs. 

The second-year intern 
Lesley Bannister and I 
have the opportunity to 
work for the Town of 
Didsbury in a large part 
with funding from the 
Alberta Government. This 
funding also allows us to 
attend some conferences 
throughout the year and 
positively represent 

Didsbury to let others 
know about the town and 


draw visitors from across 
the province. This is the 
fourth year the town has 
participated in the pro¬ 
gram, and each previous 
intern has become a valu¬ 
able contribution to the 
Town of Didsbury adminis¬ 
trative team. I feel very 
privileged to have the 
opportunity to work for 
your town and to hopefully 
achieve the high profes¬ 
sional standards that the 
previous three interns 
have set by becoming con¬ 
tributing members of our 
vibrant community. 

Though I was born in 
Ontario, I moved to 


Calgary front England at 
the age of 12 and fell in 
love with the beautiful 
province of Alberta. In 
June of 2010 1 completed a 
bachelor’s degree with a 
nuqor in anthropology and 
specialization in urban 
planning at Concordia 
University in Montreal.
